Controverted Elections- 



Many persons wondered how the 
Attorney-General's Controverted Elec- 
tions Bill found its way into tho hands 
of the junior member for Cowichau. It 
in all probability got into his hands 
for tho same reason that the "Govern- 
ment Gag Resolution" of two sessions 
ago got there. But whatever doubt 
may surround its history, there is not 
room for much as to tho pernicious 
tendency of somo of its provisions. To 
extend the period allowed for petition- 
ing against a return is all well enough. 
Indeed it seems essential that the 
time should be extended, Nor does 
there appear to bo any objection to 
materially reducing tho amount of se- 
curity required ot a petitioner; al- 
though wo are inclined to think the 
jump from two thousand dollars to 
five hundred altogether too great. The 
object in fixing the security should be 
to place the remedy within tho reach 
of the poor but bona tido petitioner, 
and, on the other hand, to discourage 
frivolous and vexatious proceedings; 
and we are disposed to think tho two- 
fold object would bo better attained by 
fixing the security at one thousand 
dollars — being just one-half of what it 
is now. These two principles in the 
Bill are at once conceded ; but beyond 
these we find nothing to approve, 
BTerv thing to condemn. To the pro- 
position to make the Returning Offi- 
cer tho medium for transmitting the 
petition, the objections are so ob- 
Tioua and so forcible that one won- 
ders it was even put on paper. As 
the senior member for Victoria City 
clearly pointed out, it is to be presum- 
ed that in a majority of instances that 
officer would be in the position of a 
defendeut, and ho might, therefore, 
have very decided motives for desir- 
'n ; to obslruet or frustrate the proceed- 
ings; Besides, being a creature of 
the Government, he might have an ad- 
ditional motive for preventing pro- 
ceedings against a return made in the 
interest of his masters. The term 
"creature" is not used in its offensive 
sense; nor would we wish to he under- 
stood as suggesting that Le- 
turning Officera are us a, rule 
duvoicl of that independence which 
precludes sucu an abuse of power; but it 
is hotter that they fliould not bo placed 
in a false position. Tlien. again, we must 
condemn tho principle of requiring se- 
curity from tho elected as welt as t lie con- 
testing candidate. According to the prin- 
ciples and genius of 13riii-h jurisprud- 
ence the elected candiduta lins a right to 
be presumed to have been legally elect- 
ed until the contrary ban been proved; 
mud to require him, equally with the con- 
testing party, to furnish security when 
ever any disappointed candidate or nn- 
Ugonist might choose to petition against 
the return would, indeed.be to open wide 
the door to frivolous and vexatious con- 
tests. It requires no stretch of the imag- 
ination to conceivo a defeated candidate 
with the Government at his back pushing 
a poor but holiest and legally elected one 
to the wall under such a provision as that. 
It is to bo hoped that when this measure 
emerges from iho Select Committee to 
•which it has very properly been relegated 
it may bo shorn of tbcao objectionable 
features. ^ 

The Last Refuge. 

"When all else fails our local con- 
temporary, after the fashion of the 
ostrich, sticks its head into tho "cre- 
dentials" bush. "When it can no 
longer maintain that the Terms obtain- 
ed through Lord Cannarvon are as 
good as could havo been obtn bed a 
year sooner without the intervention 
of a third party, it falls back upon the 
old pretence that the special Agent of 
the Dominion Government was not 
properly accredited and that, conse- 
quently, the Provincial Government 
■waro quite justified in tho course they 
took. The silly bird has its head 
thrust into tho bush just now. Let us 
examine it (not the bird, but the bush) 
for a moment. In January ~Slv. Mac- 
kenzie telegraphed to the Government , 
intimating that ho would shortly send 
out a confidential "Agent" to confer 
with them on tho subject of an ex 
tension of time. In due time this 
"Agout" did arrive and delivered his 
letters of credit to tho Premier and to 
tho Government. In his letter to the 
former, Mr. Mackonzio introduced Mr. 
Edgar aa the promised "Agent," and 
mentions that had it not been for the 
proximity of tho session of Parliament 
one of the Ministers would have come. 
In his letter to the Lioutouant-G ov- 
er nor, Mr. Mackenzie introduced Mr. 
Edgar as "tho Agent ot tho Dominion 
Government." Tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor also received a letter from Lord 
Dafferin; but, inasmuch as it has been 
withhold from tho public, wo are not 
in a position to to discuss its contents 
at present. This "Agent" was duly 
recognized and in every respect treat- 
ed in his official capacity, and in duo 
time ho submitted tho proposal, as he 
distinctly stated, by direction of the Do- 
minion Government. But the Provin- 
cial Government suddenly discovered 
that tho "Agent" was not properly ac- 
credited, and rofused oven to consider 
the proposal I Novcthcloss wo find 



11th June, admitting "That the Pre- 
mier of tho Dominion Government 
has, in an informal mauncr.but never- 
theless In a manner acknowledged to 
bo at tho instance of tho Dominion 
Government, offered immediately to 
undertake the commencement of the 
work, provided that British Columbia 
would agree to certain Terms of re- 
laxation." Again, wo find, in an Or- 
der in Council, adopted by tho Domin- 
ion Privy Council, on tho 8th July .the 
following deliverance on tho wamo 
point:— "Tho reason alleged for reftis- 
iug to consider tho proposition Mr. 
Edgar was finally directed to make, 
that Mr. Edgar was not accredited by 
this Government, was evidently a mere 
technical pretence. All that Mr. Ed- 
gar had to'do was simply to present 
the proposals and ascertain on the spot 
whether they would bo entertained by 
the Government. If satisfactory to 
them, tho Dominion Government 
would, as a matter of course, havo 
them sanctioned in due form; or if any 
counter propositions had been made, 
instructions would bo given. Mr. Ed- 
gar concerning them." It must bo 
(piite clear to any unbiased mind of 
ordinary intelligence that Mr, Edgar 
was properly and amply accredited for 
tho purposes of his mission and for all 
he did or attempted to do in tho ca- 
pacity of "Agent" of the Dominion 
Government; and it could only have 
been a consciousness of this that pre- 
vented Mr. Walkem raising tho ques- 
tion either at Ottawa or London. For 
the organ to hark back upon this 
wretched quibble now is something 
worse than ridiculous. It is a libel on 
the intelligence of the country.

American writers admit that woman's 
enfranchisement is more rapidly advanc- 
ing in England than in their own land, 
because in tho older country it has been 
advocated quietly, and that chiefly by 
men; whereas in tho United Status, the 
noisy vehemence that would take the 
public by storm, of certain female lec- 
turers, has retarded progress and earned 
for these earnest women scolling appel- 
lations of which tho best known is that 
of the "Shrieking Sisterhood"— martyrs 
iu a good cause. Charity suggests that 
tho "Sisterhood" may have been much 
maligned by tho narrow-minded, whoso 
unreasoning cry is over ugsinst change 
and improvement, and who, whether in 
or out of petticoats, are styled tho "Mrs. 
Grunuys" of society. 

In Austria, and Canada on the Pacific, 
our own picturesque land, Columbia, in 
England and in Holland, women already 
enjoy municipal suffrage. In 1874, the 
Loudon Examiner, referring to sixty-six 
municipal elections, stated that "out ul 
every thousand women who, on the reg- 
ister enjoy equal rights with men (516) 
live hundred and sixteen went to the 
polls, which is but (-18) forty-eight less 
than tho proportionate number yf men. 
And out of 27,94'J women registered, 
where a contest occurred, l-l.-ilti voted. 
Of men, 100,781 wore ou tho register, 
and 90,080 voted.

of Europe to como to our shores. 
This is all verv well in its way, 
but I tell this Jlo'use that tho true way to 
encourage immigration is at once to com- 
mence and prosecute with vigor the con- 
struction of tho Canadian Pacific Railway. 
How is it that wo, with our millions of 
acres of land lying idlo and waiting for 
tho hand of the husbandmen to cultivate, 
havo but four millions of people, whilo 
tho Republic to tho south of us numbers 
at least forty millions? Why, sir, such n 
thing could never ho hut for mismanage- 
ment and want of enterprise. Is our land 
loss productive ? Has nature bestowed 
upon us a less healthy or moro undorsir- 
ablo climate? Are our agriclutural.manu- 
facturing, or lumbering resources moro 
limited? Will any patriotic or truth 
loving Canadian say they aro? On the 
contrary, I hold that in all respects we 
have advantages in excess of thoso of tho 
United States, and yet how small and 
.slow is our progress as compared to 
theirs. I have not tho slightest doubt in 
my own mind that to a very great oxtont. 
at any n\to, their extraordinary auccess i* 
duo to their excellent railway system. 
They aro not afraid to build a railway, 
whether they think it will pay ornot.pro- 
vided they are satisfied it will open up 
their country, develop its resources, and 
draw to its sboies a largo shaie of the 
immigration which yearly Hows from 
Croat Hrittiin and other European coun- 
tries. Their statesmen see- in the build- 
ing of a railway a tendency to hind the 
people of one state moro closely to tho 
people of another and thus it becomes a 
national spirit. Such will bn tho effect 
in the Provinces of tho Dominion. They 
sen in a railway that which, if it does not 
directly pay, is a source of benefit to tho 
uominon-wculth, inasmuch as it encour- 
ages agriculture, gives an impetus to 
1 local manufactures, and produces in- 
! creased trade at the Custom Houso.

HON. MR. Wl» SPEECH. 

Delivered in the House of Com- 
mons ou tho Railway Policy of 
the Dominion Government. 



[fkoii "hansabd.'' | 
Mr. Bunster— Wo havo heard cuough 
about Ontario and Quebec; I now want 
to say something about British Colum- 
bia. I have referred on former occasions 
in the House to the beauty and salubrity 
of our climate. Tho House will bear 
with me if I return to tho subject again 
for a moment, for I look upon it as being 
ono of tho chief attractions presented by 
our rising and thriving Province. I am 
quite safe in asserting that our climate 
iB unequalled, not only in the Dominion 
of Canada, but on tho wholo continent of 
America, and wo have only been waiting 
for tho Government to commence and 
build tho Canadian Pacific Railway, wheu 
it will givo such nu increase to our po- 
pulation that tho country will fast bo 
sottled up; our now fertile lands will be 
utilized, and mauy happy homes will bo 
made. Whore tho buffalo, tho elk, the 
deer, and tho grizzly are now tho sole 
occupants, cities and towns will take 
their place, and hotels wjll bo opened, 
enlarged and improved— although J am 
bound to say that even tit present our 
Victoria and Nanaimo hotels afford as 
good accommodation as those I have met 
with in Ottawa. We havo only to gain n 
fow advantages of that nature in order to 
entice a largo portion of the fljatjug hol- 
iday-making, pleasure enjoying popula- 
tion of tho U uitod States to como to our 
Province and make it their summer re- 
sort. I referred, also, to our natural re- 
sources, and as they affect very largely 
tho question of whether tho road would 
be a paying concern or otherwise, I ought 
not to pass from them without a word or 
two of comment. Hon. members of thij 
House have raised the cry that tho Cana 
dian Pacific IUihyay is going to be an 
enormous expense to the country. I say, 
and I make bold to assort, that the lion, 
gentlemen who have treated us to diser- 
tationa upon the expense it will cause 
the country and tho taxation of tho peo- 
pie, novo been reckoning without their 
host. You havo not the slightest idea of 
tho magnitude of the resources which 
tliii road will be the means of develop 
iug. Had it no other advantage it has 
this very great one, that of giving a 
much shorter and quicker route across 
the continent tban any existing or pro 
jected line, or any other possible route, 
it secures for us the entire control of Ibe 
coming traffic between Europe -■ : 
the groat south-eastern por ion 
the continent of Asia. The harbor of 
Eiquimalt happens to be at tho very spot 
where vessels leaving San Francisoo for 
India and China have to approach in ol - 
der to catch the trade winds. This is a 
point in our favor which it is impossible 
to over estimato, considering the import- 
ance and extent of tho Asiatic trade, and 
considering tho advantage of a much 
shortor routo across the continent, which 
would be presented to those who now 
sond their goods by San Francisco. That 
man is neither a good statesman nor a 
true patriot who does not look forward 
with hope to tho future of our national 
railroad and our great West. Why, Kir, 
it was but tho other year that it wis pro 
pheoied that tho American Pacido Slope 
would never bo practically peopled. 
Wbret aro the facts ? It has not only a 
population of hundreds of thousands, 
but is drawing within its bosom the 
the great emigration fiom Europe in a 
proportion more than twice as great as 
any other country in tho world. Twenty- 
eight yeara ago when W. B. Ogden pro- 
posed to build ft railroad from Chicago 
to tho Pacific Ocean, lio was laughed at 
as a hair brained lunatic, and yet all the 
world knows that at tho present time 
Chicago and tho Pacific are in direct 
communication, and yet, hon. gentlemen 
in this House call themselves statesmen 
and oroak about the impossibility of 
building tho Canadian Pacific Railway. 
I toll this Honorable Houso that they 
must and will build the road, and they 
both must and will build it soon too. 
There is no use talking about spending 
a million or two millions on it every year; 
no such sum expended would be conso- 
nant with tho greatness of tho enterprise, 
or tho magnitude of the results which 
would bo brought about by its comple- 



piratus was broken, and owing to the 
high seas running she unshipped her 
rudder and became unmanageable Every- 
thing was done to get tho ship under 
control, but sho drifted helplessly in it 
northerly direction. Tho crew, number- 
ing twenty-nine, remained in her live 
days after tho accident, trying to make 
land. On the 15th, when about 40 miles 
west of Valentin, they look to the boats. 
Tho boats pulled in company during the 
day, but lost sight of each other when 
night camo on. Early on tho following 
morning one of the boats, in charge of 
tho boatswain, with fourteen of tho crew, 
made Valentia harbor. The men were 
very much exhausted from pulling and 
exposure. There was no trace of tho se- 
cond boat, which contained tho captain, 
first, 6ocond aud third officers and re- 
mainder of tho crew. As soon as this 
became known tho life boat Maria was 
launched, and proceeded to sea to search 
for tho missing bout. After an absence of 
ten hours sho returned, towing the ship's 
boat and crew, being fortunate enough to 
pick her up near the Blasket rooks, twen- 
ty miles northwest of Valentia. Tho 
lifeboat's crew had a continuous pull for 
ten hours. The Sydney Dacres was tow- 
ed safely into Valentia on the 17th of 
February by tho Ueamer Lord Elgin. She 
was uninjured in nil respects, except her 
steering apparatus, and tho cause of Uer 
abandonment was at latest advices a mys- 
tery.

Destruction of American 
Forests 



Tho Budget Committee of tho Aus- 
trian Reiclmrath have struck out tbo 
appropriation of $75,000 to defray the 
expenses of the representation of Aus- 
tria at the Philadelphia Centennial. 

Wo reuil in the Melbourne "Argus" 
of December 30:— "Considerable in- 
terest lias been excited bv tho arrival, 
in ilh days, of tho new screw steam- 
ship St. 0.ysth, from Plymouth." It 
is tho fastest jrassago kuown between 
England and Australia. 

The friend* of the late Canon Kings- 
ley in England are subscribing for 
three memorials of him— the enlarge- 
ment and improvement of his old 
church at Eversley, as ho had wished; 
the erection of a chapel at Bramshill, 
a neighbouring hamlet, and busts in 
marble by Woolvor, one to bo placed 
in Westminster Abbey anil another at 
Cambridge University. HisAmo.iean 
friends are asked to subscribe. 

A London correspondent, writing 
on the 2'lth February, says: — Last 
night's banquet to Prince Napoleon 
Lous reminds ine of a singular fail- 
ure on the part of His Imperial High- 
ness in the examination through which 
he recently passed with such great 
eclat. Ho was not tho lirst in French. 
A Yorksliireman — or, ut any rate, a 
Noitli countryman — is said to kavo 
beaten him in that language, and es- 
pecially in French grammar. 

The Loudon "Observer" says that 
Miss Elizabeth Thompson, author of 
the celebrated picture, "Tho Roll 
Call," is engaged upon another paint- 
ing, of which the subject will doubt- 
less affaid goodssope for her powers, 
namely. "Tue Field of Quatre Bras." 
This action, it will be romembered.bo- 
gan in a field of rye, and it is said 
that, with a conscientiousness worthy 
of the pre-Raphaelites, Mish Thomp- 
son had a crop galloped over in right 
military fashion, to enable her to make 
a true study of trodden corn. 

Home interesting facts of tho census 
wen! referred to in a paper read by Mr- 
R. Bailey Walker at the meeting of 
tho Manchester Statistical Society. 
Among others it was noticed that in 
England and Wales tho females of 
the population outnumbered the males 
by upwards of half-a-million; but 
above the age of 25 tho males exceed- 
ed the females in number. While 
there were 400, 000 wi lowers, there 
were 87.1,000 widows, Above tho ago 
of DU, females numbered two to every 
male. The number of centenarians 
had decreased during tho last forty 
"of | years, notwithstanding the increase in 
' populati ui. There were in tho South- 
eastern counties, with 2,000,000 of 
pjpulation, 1 ,08(5 nonagenarians;while 
m London, with throe and a quarter 
millions, there were only 834, and in 
Lancashire and Cheshire, with a simi- 
lar aggregate population, only 585. 

The banquet tendered to tho Prince 
Imperial b.v the oUicers of the Royal Ar- 
tillery at Woolwich was a very brilliant 
affair. Tho General oommanding the 
garrison toasted tho young Napoleon in 
handsome terms, and tho Prince replied 
in English as follows: General D'Agui- 
la'r and officers of the Royal Regimentof 
Artillery, I thank you for tho kind words 
yon have spoken anil tho hearty manner 
in which you have received the mention 
of my name. (Cheers.) I hope thonffioors 
ot the Royal Artillery will allow mo still 
to consider myself as belonging to their 
corps, (Cheers.) Thanks to the hospital- 
ity of England, I havo been enabled to 
o Irry out the traditions of my family of 
gunners, (Cheers.) Not having been 
abb: to complete my education in my na 
tivo country, 1 am proud of having had 
for companions men who havo fought 
with us so bravely on many a field of 
battle. (Loud and prolonged cheers.) At 
all events, I never can forgot tho two 
years I havo spent in this garrison, or 
fail to estimate highly the honor of be- 
longing to a corps whose motto iu 
" Ublque quo fas at gloria ducunt." (Mnoh 
cheering. 

The London Timas says: — "Tho ship 
Sydney Dacres, Captain Blake, belonging 
to Messrs. Blake, of Liverpool, was aban- 
doned by her crow on tho 15th of Teh., 
forty miles to the west of Valentia. Sho 
was on her homeward voyage from San 
Francisco, laden with two thousand tons 
of wheat and potted salmon. Sho was 
tivo months out. and \Uion about GO miloa 



Lake Cham plain is 14 inches lower 
than it has oven been known to be. 
This means that the forests of Ver- 
mont and Northern New York have 
been thinned olf to nn extent very ser- 
iously to interfere with the water sup- 
ply in the basin of the Lake, the con- j 
nection between tho water supply and 
tho presence of forests being one of j 
the best known facts of meteorology. 

Some statistics of the American lutn- | 
her trade have bceu collected in a 
memorial to Congress against tho Ca- 
nadian reciprocity treaty, which, by 
showing the extent of the lumber bu- 
siness in the United States, are intend- 
ed to impress the danger of permit- 
ting Canadian competition in furnish- 
ing timber to this country. These 
statistics ought to tell just the other 
way, aud, by awakening the public to 
an appreciation of the rapidity with 
which tho forests are^beiug cleared, 
should lead us to welcome anything 
calculated to diminish tho demand 
upon thorn. 

In ten years not loss than 12,000,000 
acres of forest in the United States 
have been cut or burned down, while 
the increase of our timber lands from 
planting is bfitweon 10,000 and 20,000 
acres; only a mere trifle in comparison. 
Tho growth of young timber amounts 
annually to about the sumo tol d. 
Twenty-five American cities consume 
for fuel from 5,000 to 10,000 acres of 
wood a year. 150,000 acres are an- 
ntlllly stripped to furnish railroad 
ties. An army of 20,000 men are con- 
stantly waging war on our forests, this 
being tho number engaged in the lum- 
ler business, while a capital of $144,- 
000,000 is invested in it, and the an- 
nual production of timber reaches a 
value of $210,000,000. Of this amount 
Maine, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin 
produce over half, Pennsylvania lead- 
ing. 

These figures aro calculated to con- 
vince us that wo can afford to lose no 
time in inaugurating a State and Na- 
tional system for protecting our tim- 
ber lands and replenishing then by 
assiduous planting. — "Springfield, 
Mas3., Union."
